The letter accompanying the 
photograph stated that 130 ambu- 
lances had been given to the British 
Red Cross and most of them had al- 
ready been sent overseas, They had 
also sent 20 ambulances to the Cana- 
dian Army Medical Corps and 27 to 
the British and Canadian Air Forces. 

The question of allocating the 
surplus funds from the Ambulance 
Fund was discussed — After paying 
$1,750 for the ambulance there was 
a balance on hand of $958.88. 


Headquarters had indicated that 
funds were urgently needed for the 
supplying of food to prisoners of 
war, as Canada had been asked to 
send 10,000 food parcels weekly. 
The committee decided that the sur- 
plus be sent to the general fund, 
with a recommendation that it be 
used for that purpose if found neces- 
sary. 

The forthcoming campaign was 
discussed and the president appoint- 
ed the nucleus of a committee to 
conduct the campaign as follows:

Government is already utilizing the 
information obtained and the muil- 
ing of notices to some 44 O00 single 
and childless widowers who 
vave been called out for military 
training by Proclamation of the 
Governor-in-councit, is now under 
way. 

[hese notices instruct the recipi- 
ents to visit a doctor and submit to 
a medical examination within a clear 
three days of notification and, if 
found to be fit, a second notice will 
be sent to report to an indicated 
military training centre under the 
Department of National Defence for 
a period of thirty days 

The services of all qualified medi- 
cal practitioners throughout Canada 
have been enlisted, so that there will 
be no delay in determining the phy 
sical fitness of the men called upon 
Under this plan there will be no 
“line-up’’ of waiting applicants 
Men may visit their own or any con- 
veniently located physician. 


With the convenence of appli- 
cants in mind, as well as speedy ef- 
ficiency, Canada has been divided 
into 18 administrative divisions, 
each with a board comprising a judge 
as chairman, supported by two 
representative citizens, and also a 
divisional registrar who will act as 
secretary and to whom any person 
seeking information as to procedure 
may, and should, apply.

ASTHMA 
Asthma affects all races, 
sexes 


ages and 
In 40 per cent. of cases the 
disposition to asthma is inherited, 
that is to say that some member of 


| the family has had hay fever, asth- 


ma, urticaria (hives) or some pe- 
culiar susceptibility to a food or 
odour, In the balance of cases the 
exact cause is unknown, but it is 
known that certain conditions with- 
in the body are causes in many 
cases, 


There is a form of asthma which 
occurs in young children and due to 
enlargement with excessive secretion 
of the thymus gland. Bacterial in- 
fection is another cause. Asthma 
often follows common colds especially 
in children. Adults afflicted with 
bronchitis and emphysema have suc- 
cessive attacks of asthma every time 
they get a cold. Reflex causes are 
disturbances in the nose or throat. 
Infection of tonsils, teeth, appendix, 
gall-bladder, pelvis or elsewhere may 
be causes, 

In asthma there are attacks 
shortness of breath with coughing 
and perhaps a slight fever. The at- 
tacks come on suddenly and may last 
for days. Many persons are hyper- 
sensitive to what are called foreign 
proteins such ag the pollen of rag- 
weed, danders and emanations from 
annals, vegetable dusts or dust from 
such articles as feathers, leather, 
wool, cat's or dog's fur. The use 
of such foods as white of egg, cereals, 
especially wheat and cow's milk may 
cause asthma, 

Persons working under a_ severe 
Strain are liable to attacks of asth- 
ma. Before beginning treatment the 
physician must learn all he can about 
the patient and his surroundings, his 
general health, the condition of the 


of 


nose and throat and other organs 
commonly subject to infection, his 
association with pets, horses and 


other animals, the food he uses, the 
quarters for sleep and general living 
conditions. There is no circum- 


stance too trivial in relation to the 
patient to be investigated. 
In order to find the foods and 


foreign materials to which the person 
is sensitive skin tests must be made. 
Extracts of these substances are in- 
jected into or rubbed into scratches 
in the skin, If, after one or other 
of these is so used, a red ring forms 
around the scrateh in the course of 
15 minutes to an hour, we know that 
the individual is sensitive. It may 
be that a feather pillow, cat's or 
dog's fur that are at the bottom of 
a child’s attack. If so some other 
sort of pillow must be used. If dogs 
or cats are involved, they should be 
banished. There are too many dogs 
and cats about households. Most 
neighborhoods could profitably do 
with two-thirds the number, Offend- 
ing foods must be eliminated and 
every discovered cause avoided, The
